■A hundred years before this bona- 
dry effort. In the twelfth century be¬ 
fore riirlst, King Wen tried partial re- 
f'lnn In China. Wen, founder uf tha 
Chou dynasty, pronnilgated an ".An¬ 
nouncement .Agaln.st Drunkenness,” ac¬ 
cording to ancient f’hinese documents 
handed down hy t'onfucliis. 

King Wen dei'bired "drinking has 
long been a national vice. " He or- 
dereil that wine he used only In con¬ 
nection with sHcrlfii’es—and even then 
j drunkenness vva.s not to be tolerated.

' I'tPd In Fgypt centuries before Christ.

Organized Thrift Now Under 
Way in 269 California 
Schools 


San Francisco’s pntdlc and parochial 
school students are saving nearl.s 
$38.5 a day and are investing their 
savings in Tliril't and War Savings 
Stanips, In fi!) days they saved $22,- 
tiy9.88. Tliese lacts were Itronght out 
In a report tiled by Phllli) .1. l.awler. 
manager of tlie School Savings I)(M)ait- 
inent of the Hank of Italy with C. A. 
Farnsworth, associate director of the 
War l.oan Orguiiizatlcjn of the Twelfth 
Federal Reserve iJistrlct. 

For the first seven days of school 
this year a total of $2,ii73.88 was 
saved and invested in Thrift, W’ar 
Savings and Scliool Penny Stumps. 
The School Penny Stamps are put out 
hy the Hank of Italy. 

There are about 95 schools in San 
Francisco with an attendance of ap¬ 
proximately 80,900 studonts. This in¬ 
cludes day and evening high schools, 
day and evening giainmar scliools and 
kindergartens. The Thrift Campaign 
will he pushed tliroughout all of these 
schools for the remainder of thi“ school 
year. 

The nitniber of individual purchasers 
of stamps so far Is 51,869, accoiding to 
Mr. Lawler's report. Six thousand 
otie hundred and seventy students 
bought stamps diiritig the first seven 
school days of the present term, while 
46,189 Invested In the Beciirlties for 
tlia preceding 52 school days dining 
which the savings plan was In opera¬ 
tion last term. The number of individual 
puiadiaseig of Tlirlft and War Savings 
Stamps was 19.380. The number of 
purchasers of the Penny Stainiis was 
89.979. The Thrift and War Savings 
Stamps bad a total value of $15,399.53 
Willie the School Penny Stamiis hud u 
sales value of $7,300 86. 

Within a slioit time the school sav¬ 
ings plan will lie In full operation in 
2H9 scliools In Northern and Central 
California and results will lie checked 
closely by Mr. Lawler for tlie Hank of 
Italy and tlie government. 

Speaking of the savings achieve¬ 
ments of Sun Francisco's students to 
date. Kotiert E. Smith, director of the 
War l.oan tlrganization in tlic Twelfth 
Federal Reserve District, said: "Thrift 
Is the greatest thing a student can 
learn ih school. School days are char¬ 
acter foi tiling days. The lioy or girl 
who learns to save in schoid has til- 
ready mastered one of the biggest se- 
cret.s of success.”
